er of a company, a squadron and a 
battety, ‘likewise’ as head of a regi- 
ment, are unforgetable to me. 

I felt at home among my soldiers. 
In them I placed unlimited trust. 
The. painful experiences of the au: 
tumn of, 1918 have not diminished 
this trust. I do not forget that a 
part of the German people, after 
four years of unprecedented achieve- 
ments and privations, had become too 
ill to withstand being corrupted by 
foes within and without. Moreover, 
the best of the Germans lay under the 
green sod; the others were thrown 
into such consternation by the events 
of the revolution swhich had bee 
held to be impossible that they coult 
not spur themselves to act 

Compulsory military service was the 
best school for the physical and moral 
toughening of our people. !t created 
for us free men who knew their own 
value. From these an excellent corps 
of non-commissioned officers was 
formed; from the latter, in turn, we 
drew our government officials, the 
like of whom, in ability, incorrupti- 
bility and fidelity to duty no other 
nation on earth can show. 


Believes Officers 
Still Loyal. 


And it is from these very elements 
that I receive nowadays signs of loy- 
alty, every one of which does me 
good.

Macon, Ga., October 13.—(Special.) 
Judge Walter F. George, candidate for 
the United States senate, passed 
through Macon today, and was met 
here by a number of his warm per- 
sonal friends. 

“Indications are, said Judge 
George, “I will be nominated on the 
first ballot over all other candidates. 
People are tired of elections, and are 
anxious that politics shall be adjourned 
for awhile so that they can get down 
to the economic problems of the state 
and country, and help in a satisfactory 
solution of the great reconstruction 
problems that are pressing. 

“The problems are going to play a 
big part in next Tuesday's primary. 
The election of a United States sen- 
ator is one of the most important du- 
ties confronting an electorate in any 
state, and particularly is that true of 
Georgia. 

“My friends in every section of the 
state are enthusiastic about my race 
and say I will win one of the most 
sweeping victories in the history of 
the state. Of course, south Georgia 
is for me almost to a county. The 
fact stands out very boldly that south 
Georgia, that is that great section of 
Georgia south of an east and west. line 
through Macon, has not had a United 
States senator from election in a full 
generation. 

“South Georgia fer Me.” 

“There have been one or two short 
j term appointments, but no senator to 
serve a term has come from that 
section in that or a greater period of 
time. It will be recalled that \the il- 
lustrious Charles F. Crisp, .of ‘Sum- 
pter, was elected to the senate, but he: 
died before he took his seat. There 
is no fear about south Georgia gbing 
for me. My friends are urging that 
the vote shall be as full as possible 
so as to obviate the necessity. for a 
second primary with its attending ex- 
pense of time and money. It is hoped 
that all the boxes will be opened if 
it is necessary for volunteers to man 
them. That is due in fairness to all 
candidates in all counties of the state. 

“I sincerely calb upon my friends 
in north Georgia to rally to my sup- 
port just as they are doing in south 
Georgia and I believe, from reports 
reaching me, that they will do so. 
The United States senatorship be- 
longs to all the people, and if -elect- 
ed, and I expect to be, I shall serve 
all the people to the best of 
my ability. 

“Georgia ig a great state. It is 
made ‘up of a great people, whose in- 
terests in economic rebabiltation, and 
in all of the great problems comprie- 
ing the nation, are the same.

BY TOM WATSON, 
DECLARES MRAE 


Quotes Late Senator as 
Having Said He Would 
Support Vienna Man in 
Race for Governor. 


SURPRISED AT ACTION 
OF JAMES H. BOYKIN 


Watson Leader Says Ma- 
jority of Late Senator’s 
Supporters at Macon 
Were for George. 


The sensation of Friday in politi- 
cal circles was a dictated statement 
issued by William G. McRae, of Rock- 
mont, a personal and political friend 
of the late Senator Watson, who 
secured fiis nomination at the Macon} 
convention in 1920, and who delivered | 
the eulogy to the dead senator at the 
state convention at Macon on October 
fourth. ' 

Mr. McRae’s statement was to the 
effect that in conversation with Sena- 
tor Watson some months before the 
recent election for governor, he dis- 
cussed Judge George with Mr. Wat- 
son as a possible candidate for that 
office, and that Mr. Watson said to 
him that Judge George is one of the 
cleanest and ablest me nin Georgia 
and that Mr. Watson would tender 
the judge his support should he de- 
cide to become a candidate. 

The majority of the Watson lead- 


,ers assembled at the October 4 Ma- 


con convention, Mr. McRae also said, 
desired to indorse Judge George for 
senator but, he added, in view of the 
fact that State Senator James A. 
Boykin, a supporter of Seaborn 
Wright, presided, the meeting was 
not. given an opportunity to do so.

“T have been unable to account for 
the indorsement of Mr. Wright by 


being the candidate entitled to re- 
ceive the support of the late Senator 
Watson's friends, 

“The recent caucus of Mr. Wat- 
son’s friends at th® Maeén conven- 
ticn did not result in any agreement 
as to who would be the candidate of 
the Watson voters. Most assuredly 
Mr. Wright’s name was not even 
mentioned. It was only after Judge 
Flynt’s refusal to be a candidate, 
and after all Mr. Watson’s friends 
had returned, home, that they were 
irformed of Mr. Boykin’s indorsement 
of Colonel Wright. 

“During the months before the re- 
cent election for governor I asked 
Senator Watson who he_ thought 
would run? He mentioned Hon. 
Clifford Walker, Ogden Persons and 
Judge Walter F. George. Being-@& 
schoolmate of Judge George’s son, 4 
commented that I thought Judge 
George was a very able man. Senator 
Watson replied: “He is one of the 
cleanest men in our state, and in my 
opinion has the greatest legal mind of 
any/man of my acquaintance.” 

“Violating what 1 knew to be good 
taste for Senator Watson, I asked 
him if he would support Judge George 
for governor. He replied: ‘If he 


entered the race, I would support 
him, but I have no idea that he will 
enter. He is not favorable to holding 
executive positions. His talents bet- 
| ter equip him for legislative or ju- 
dicial «uties.’

coast of California, last Thursday. 

The ship, with 217 human beings 
aboard, was~ steaming toward its 
home port, Los Angeles, when fire 
broke out and spread with such fe- 
rocity that it was soon beyond con-:

Not another vessel was in sight, 
and the only resource left for the 
| commander of the doomed ship was. 
to broadcast an “SOS” call for 
help. . 

This he did, giving the exact lo- 
cation of the burning steamer; then 
all hands, passengers and crew, took 
to the lifeboats and awaited develop- 
ments. 

Soon another. ship appeared—an 
Orient-bound freighter, which, ata 
distance of fifty miles, had picked 
up the call of distress, changed her 
course and hurried full speed to the 
work of rescue. 

Other and more distant ships, too, 
had heard, and one of them, Amer- 
ica-bound, subsequently took aboard 
the 217 men, women and children 
who had been rescued from the sea 
by the freighter and brought them 
safely to port. 

Fortunately, the sea was smooth; 
and not only was there no loss of 
human life, but no one suffered, any 
serious effects from what, but for 
wireless, undoubtedly would have 
been a horrible disaster.

' BAKER AND BRITANNICA. 


Newton D. Baker, the secretary of 
war under President Woodrow Wil- 
son, has vigorously protested against 
what he characterizes a breach of 
ethics on the patfof the péblishers 
of the Encyclopédia Britannica in 
presenting in the latest edition of 
that work a “disparaging” biographi- 
cal sketch of him and refusing to re- 
veal the identity of the author. 


He passes lightly over the slur- 
ring reference to him as an Ameri- 
can “politician,” but takes particu- 
lar exceptions to this passage in the 
sketch: : 

“The charge of pacifism was often 
brought against him, and his career 
generally as secretary was widely 
condemned throughout the United 
States as lacking in energy, fore- 
sight and ability.” 

The objections of Mr. Baker to 
this paragraph are not without jus- 
tification, for it -was written and 
published obviously with intent to 
do him injury by depreciating his 
worth as a han and-as a public offi- 
cial, in the minds of this and Suc- 
ceeding generations. 

Such a reference to Mr. Baker is 
all.the more unfair to him by _rea- 
son of the fact that it was entirely 
unnecessary and uncalled-for. 

The author has made sweeping 
charges of a general and belittling 
nature, which, even though they | 
may be false, could not be dis- 
proved in a court of law. 

For that matter, who is there who 
could disprove a general assertion 
that “‘charges”’ of “pacifism” or of 
militarism ‘‘were brought against 
him” during such stirring times of 
war-fervor and political excitement 
as those in which Mr. Baker served 
as head of the war department? 

What the Encyclopedia Britannica 
said about Mr. Baker could, with 
equal justification, be said about al- 
most any man who has ever been in 
public life in this country in time 
of war. 

Undoubtedly it is true that some 
people charged Secretary Baker with 
being a “pacifist; others, that he 
was a “military autocrat.” 

It would be impessible, of course, 
to prove that such charges were 
never lodged against him in a coun- 
try of a hundred millions, of popula- 
tion; but no fair biographer, and no 
historian writing with an eye single! 
to accuracy, would make mention of 
them in a necessarily, brief sketch 
j of the life of any public man.

tion of a senator, for a term that has 
more than four years to run, ig too 
important a matter for the people ‘to 
treat lightly, especially in view of a 
primary law that gives the county 
unit to the candidate that receives 
the highest number of votes. even if 
there is less than 10 per cent of the 
cs vote cast. 

It is an undemocratic provision of 
a strictly democratic law; but the law 
fas it stands is the law. Hence the 
importance, in the interest of all the 
candidates, to go to the polls on Tues- 
day and vote—vote for the man who 
the individual voter believes can best 
serve Georgia and Georgiavs in the 
senate. 

That is the bed-rock of free govern. 
ment—individual expression at the 
polls of one’s choice for an elective 
office. 

It is important in this connection 
that every box in the state be opened, 
so that this expression shall be free 
and untrammeled. 

It is a fault of our primary sys- 
tem that the staté docs not make 
the primary, which is the only ballot- 
box reférendum between candidates, 
an obligation of the state. The ex- 
pense of holding a primary should not 
be met by public subscriptions and 
by yolunteer help. 

But again the law is law, and it 
will be found in every voting pre- 
cinet at this time that there is no 
available funds for manning the 
boxes. It is unfortunate, but Geor- 
gia should not choose a United States 
senator by default, or even by minor- 
ity, though the latter is possible un- 
der the law even if all the boxes are 
open. 

At any rate let the boxes be opened. 
Secretary Jordan made an excellent 
suggestion recently that ladies volun-

Election managers at every box in 
Georgia, in the interest of free and 
unquestioned fairness to all other can- 
didates, should strike Howard’s name} 
from the ballots before handing them 
out; and voters everywhere should be 
put on'notice that there are only five 
candidates for the benate, in alphabet- 
ical’ order as follows.  Boifevillet, 
Cooper, George, Hardwick, Wright. 

These are very important matters 
that should not be overlooked. A pri- 
mary nomination in Georgia is equiv- 
alent to an election, and. Georgia is 
too great and powerful a state to send 
any man to the United States sen-

Immediately the award was ren- 
dered William C, Denis, agent of the 
American government, served formal 
} notice to the tribunal that he reserved 
for his government. all the rights 
“arising out of the plain and mani- 
fest departure of the award from the 
terms of submission and from the ‘es- 
sential error.’ . .. by which it is 
invalidated.” 

Grounds on which the American ar- 
bitrator and agent claimed the terms 
of submission had been violated were 
not presented to the tribunal, but it 
was said one of the principal reasons 
was the alleged disregard of the pro- 
visions of The Hague convention of 
1907, requiring arbitrators to state 
the reasons for each award made.

The excitement about yeast as a 
cure-all for digestive and complexion 
troubles has rather died down this 
last year. The latest fad is to take 
quantities of iron into the system in 
the pleasant and easily digested form 
of raisins. But may out of 
date about that for I confess I do not 
follow these fads too seriously. Some- 
thing else may have succeeded the 
craze for daily vitamines and iren. 
Frankly, I wish that instead of the 
slogans, “Uave you had your iron 
today?” or “Have you had your yeast 
every turning, someone would adver- 
tise : “Have you had your six glasses 
o° water today?” But I cannot think 
who might do that unless possibly it 
would be the water companies who 
certainly wouldn’t profit much from 
such advertising. 

Most fads have their virtues, at 
least in theory. The yeast fad was 
one of the most sensible. Most of 
our best doctors recommended it. For 
obstinate cases of pimples and con- 
stipation, yeast is excellent. Gener- 
ally speaking, I know of no better 
blood purifer. Yeast also supplies in 
tichy quantities that important food 
element called vitamines without 
which one cannot live. But such 
tiny quantities of vitamines are nevc- 
essary that [I would not recommend 
yeast solely for this reason. In my 
mind its use is as’ a laxative and 
biood purifier. 

I would suggest three yeast cakes 
a day tor those who wish to clear 
the face of. pimples. These should 
be taken before or after meals, one

John L. Knighton and Edward 
Valentine, both inmates at the prison, 
testified they had purchased narcotics 
from Owen at various amounts rang- 
ing from $t® to $40, depending on 
the quantity of the drug contained 
in their purchases. 

Valentine, who professed to be of 
Spanish-Chinese extraction, declared 
he had been threatened with physical 
violence on several occasions if he 
testified against the defendant. The 
witness stated his term expired on 
October 17 of this year. He was con- 
victed on charges of robbing, the mails 
and sentenced to two years in 1920, 
records show. 

Knigiton’s testimony was considered 
by the defense as being in their fa- 
vor. On the stand the witness told 
of his “experience” with the district 
attorney and that he refused at first 
ta testify in the case, but later agreed 
to do so when the district attorney 
had threatened to prosecute him for 
perjury unless he told thé truth about 
the case. Knighton was sentenced in 
1921 at Washington, Dp. C., to 15 
years in the prison for highway rob- 
bery, he stated. 

Approximately 75 witnesses sum- 
moned to testify in the case were 
present in a room adjacent to the 
courtroom, ‘They will not be called 
upon for testimony, it was stated.

BY EXCESS LAWS 


Chattanooga, Tenn., October 15.—~ 
Thomas R, Preston, head of the Ten- 
nessee branch of the War Finance 
Corporation, in an address before the 
Manufacturers’ association here last 
night, declared that the government 
of the United States is waterlogged 
with laws and commissions, the 
greater number of members of which 
are incompetent to handle the prob’ 
lems coming under their purview.’ 

As an example, Mr. Preston said 
that during the war the head of the

Wounded Heroes 
Of War Arrive 
In New Orleans 


New Orleans, La., October 13.—( By 

the Associated Press.) —Twenty-three 
war-torn soldiers from seven European 
nations reached here tonight, delegates 
to the convention of the Inter-Allied 
Veterans’ federation, which opens here 
tomorrow, and guests of the American 
Legion. They came from England, Ser- 
bia, France, Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Rumania and Belgium. 
_ Most of them have sacrificed enough 
in war to incapacitate them forever 
trom active service on the battlefied, 
From the snow-clad reaches of the Bal- 
kans to the flat Belgian river Scheidt 
these men have seen war in its grim 
actuality and, in defense of their home- 
lands, have lost eyes, arms, legs, cheek 
bones, scalps and health, 

But it was evident, when they reach- 
ed here tonight, that despite their 
hardships and their sacrifices, they 
had not forgotten how to smile, and 
their expressions were not those of men 
without hope. They have come to the 
convention, indeed, with a large hope 
~—that of doing something to end war. 
Their unifornis laid aside, their med- 
als and military crosses of seven mon- 
archies and republics pinned to eivi- 
lian coats, the inter-allied veterans, 
headed by Charles Bertrand of France, 
smiled and bowed their appreciation of 
the welcome which awaited them up- 
on arrival, : 
Some of them—those who were able 
~—walked beside their American hosts. 
One man, Major J. B. B. Cohen, head 
of the British delegation, rode in a 
wheeled chair.

(The following is issued by the Com- 
mittee on Church Co-operation. ) 
“The creditor has come to take my 

two sons as slaves.” 

Such was the cry of the poor man’s 
widow to the prophet, Elisha, who 
saved the boys from slavery by the 
miracle of the vessel, which filled and 
evertlowed with oil. 

The old Jewish law gave the un- 
paid creditor the right to ensiave 
the children of the dead debtor. 

Monstrous? Yes, but— -« 

Did you ever think of Georgia's 
law with reference to widows and 12- 
year-old children? ‘This law says: 

“It shall be lawful for a ¢hild 12 
years of ag or more to work in and 
for a mill, factory, laundry, manufac- 
turing establishment or place of amuse- 
ment, if. such child has dependent upon 
his labor a widowed mother, or if such 
child is an orphan dependent upon 
his own labor.” 

Look into the face of the 12-year- 
old boy or girl in your home, 

Or, glance at the rosy cheeks and 
dancing eyes of the youngsters pass- 
ing you with a hop, ‘skip and a jump 
on the way to school, these brilliant 
October mornings, When the whole 
world seems a-tingle with the joy of 


Then, let pitiable little drudges, en-

What must their wives, babies and | 
children do?

“Tf men would save, their families 
would not be left in such a wretched 
plight.” ; 

True. But what are men to Save. 

In 1918, there were in the United 
States just 37,569,060 persons who 
had incomes from labor, or progerty, 
or both. Of this number 14,558,224 
persons received less than $1,000 
apiece a year; 27,056,344 had less 
than $1,500 each for the year. 

In 1918, the average annual earn- 
ings of the worker in all industries in 
the United States was only $1,078. 

How could these millions of people 
save anything, when the family of 
five had to have an income of 
015.56 a year to live in health and 
decency at the prices prevalent in 
Washington in August, 1919, accord- 
ing to figures prepared by the United 
States bureau of labor statistics? If 
each year a man lacks from *& to 
$1,000 of having mcome enough to 
support his family, .can he save 
enough to provide for his loved ones, 
when he is sick, disabled, or dead? 

But something might be saved by 
the 254.000 persons, whose incomes 
in 1918 ranged from $10,000 to more 
than $1,000,000 a year. There were, 
that year in ye regs States, 2,-} 
255,625 people who had incomes rang- 
ing from $3,000 to more than $1,000 
000. Kirby Page and his associates, 
in the booklet, “Christianity and Eco- | 
nomie Problems,” show that if each | 
one of these with such incomes should | 
spend $3,000 a year for the cost of | 
actual necessities and comforts, they | 
would have left more than $9,000,- 
000,000 for savings and luxuries. 

For luxuries in 1919, the secretary 
ot the treasury estimates $12,260.- 
000,000 was spent in the United 
States. In the luxuries listed by 
him are not included items recently 
noted such as $7,000,000 for a resi- 
dence with 121 rooms for a single 
family; $3°0,000 for a pipe organ; 
$50.000 for a piano; $38,000 for a 
washstand: $65,000 for a dressing 
table: $75,000 for opera glasses, and 
$10.000 for a cradle. 

That $10.000 for a cradle, when 
Christ, the Son of God, was cradled 
in a manger, is more than sugges- 


tive. , 
Millions Get Little. : 

His followers, considering spending 

for luxuries, face the fact that: of 

the 37.569,0G0 persons having in- 
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32978411 had incomes of less than 
$2,000 a piece; 27,056,344 of the im 
comes Leing less than $1,500 each. | 

Nothing for luxuries in such in- 
comes, when the lowest of the three 
budgets of family necessary expenses, 
at the September, 1921 prices, based 
on the figures of the United States 
bureau of labor statistics, the Na- 
tional war labor board, and the na- 
onal industrial conference board, 
calls for an expenditure of $%1,697.- 
05 a year, or $197.95 a year more 
than approximately three-fourths of 
the incomes of the United States in 
1918, when incomes were at the high- 
est peak. 

Nothing even for savings, not to 
mention luxuries, in such incomes. 

What is more alarming, figures 
published by the National Bureau of 
Economic Research in the book, “In- 
come in the United States,” show that 
the actual purchasing power of the 
average worker's wage income in the 
year 1918 was $41 less than it was 
ir 1913. The worker was actually 
worse off when wages were at their 
highest peak than he was five years 
before. ‘ 

This bureau of economic research 
has among its 19 directors, represent- 
ntives of the United States treasury 
d: partment, the American _ Bankers’ 
association, the American Federation 
of Labor, the Engineering council, 
the American Statistical association. 
and others. Therefore, the figures 
teken by us from this: book, “Tn-, 
come in the United States” must be 
true and impartialé 

These cold figures, showing an ac- 
tual shrinkage in the purchasing 
power of our workers, demand that 
something be done. |

spoke. Dr. George H. Denny, presi- 
dent of the university’ and Governor- 
elect Brandon of Alabama, were un- 
able to attend on account of illness. 
Teams Meet. 
The meeting was held with the ad- 
vent of the Crimson Tide in Atlanta, 
to meet the Golden Tornado on’ Grant 
field Saturday afternoon, The purpose 
of the Alabama campaign is to raise

Says Rail Labor 
Must Surrender 
Right to Strike 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 13.—(By 
the Associated DPress.)—lHailroad 
labor must surrender the right to 
strike. if the railway situation is to 
be stabilized and “the rights of the 
people to uninterrupted transporta- 
tion service permanently secured, 
iisha J. Lee, vice president of the 
Pennsylvania lines declared in an ad~ 
dress tonight at the annual banquet 
of the American Mining congress. 

“T am not prepared to say at the 
present time,” he said, “that we 
should go to the length of absolutely 
forbidding railroad strikes by spe- 
cifie statutes. Nor would I attempt 
otherwise to lay down any particular 
method by which acceptance of this 
besi€ally correct principle may be 
brought about. : 

“I am only sure of one thing, and 
that is that it must be accomplished 
in some way if the railroad labor 
situation is to be stabilized.” 

He quoted with approval a state- 
ment of W. G. Lee, head of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
saying that “this whole business of 
railway labor got-too big for any one 
or few men to handle. It is loaded 
with dynamite for the country 4s well 
as for ourselves and the executives. 

“Railroad management has_ the 
acial duty of effecting a revival 
among working forces of the spirit 
of ambition, enterprise and social 
progress,” Vice President Lee said. 
“TI wish we could return to the con- 
dition which existed.in the days 
shen every man entering the ranks 
thought that he had a chance to be- 
come president of his own company 
and he should work for that jup if 
he had it in him or at-any rate for 
the best position his abilitres could 


win. 

“No greater harm has been done 
than has resulted from the efforts 
of some labor organizations and their 
leaders attempting to create a per- 
manent gulf between the working 
classes and among the managing 
classes, and in teaching the workers 
that his Wope lies not in improving 
himself as a producer, or in fitting 
himself for more responsible duties, 
but in exacting the highest pay that 
he can possibly obtain for the least 
work he can compel his. employer to 
accept.”

Grable, of Detroit; as grand president 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Maintenance of Way Employees and 
Railway Shop Laborers, and an- 
nouncement by his successor, F. H. 
Fljozdal, of Dauphin, Manitoba, that 
a new demand “fer improved working 
conditions and a living wage” would 
be'made by the organization upon the 
Lnited States railway labor board, 
marked today’s sessions of the broth- 
erhood’s triennial convention here. 

President Grable, credited with hav- 
ing averted a strike of the 400,000 
railway maintenance. men of the 
country last summer, after they had 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of join- 
ing the shopmen’s walkout, was de- 
feated by more than 3,000 votes out 
of a total of approximately 86,000 
* h delegate casting as many votes 
as’.there were members in the local 
union he represented. 

The new president and other orff 
cers will be installed before the con 
vention ends, probably early next 
week. In a statement made through 
his personal representative, Frank 
Finnson, of Detroit, the president- 
elect declared his opposition to a strike 
of the maintenance men at any time 
in the future, but announced that 
“the union membership might be pre- 
pared to walk out if improved. work- 
ing conditions and adequate wage in- 
creases were not forthcoming.” 

Mr. Fljozdal, it was announced by 
his represertative, is prepared imme- 
diately upon assuming office to make 
an appeal to the labor: board, set- 
ting forth the needs of the mainte- 

nce men for higher wages and im- 
proved working conditions,” and “that 
the organization is prepared to prove 
to the public as wel] aa to the board, 
the justice of our demands.” 

Shortly before the result of the 
election was made known on the con- 
vention floor, a telegram sent yester- 
day by Mr. Grable to labor members 
of the labor board was read. The 
telegram was an appeal for a quick 
decision of the case of maintenance

Rainy days do not 
amount to much to 
those who have used 
as much discretion as 
an ant, and most of 
us have. 

The best thing 
~ about any city ought 
to be the cheerfulness 
and contentment of 
the people who live in 
it. Those are the 
things that are worth 
while striving for. 

Sometimes I think that 

a great deal would be 
accomplished if our 
civic organizations 
would all join together 7 
in one big drive, not 
for money or physical 
improvements, but a 
drive for cheerfulness 
and contentment.

Speaking of peddlers reminds me of the 
men who make a business of buying old 
clothes in New York. They walk down 
the middle of the street calling, “1 ca clo,” 
and “pay ca,” in a sing-song gutteral which 
is quite attractive but which & {is impos- 
sible to understand. ‘They are trying te 
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say “I cash clothes” and “pay cash.” Their 
peculiar cries are not noticed at all because 


everyone is so accustomed to them, but 
the same people who pay no attention to 
them come back from visits to the south 
with wonderful stories about the peculiar 
cries of the negroes who peddle vegetables 
and berries in that section. 


Strange, isn’t it? 


Some of these old clothes men are re- 
puted to be rich, too, and |] have no doubt 
it fs true because they are close buyers.

of Mr. W. B. Corey for the chorus 

girl, Mabel Gilman, and the sym- 
pathy of a large part of the pub- 
lic for the “deserted” wife attracted unus- 
ual interest to Nevada and her liberal laws. 


Mrs. Laura B. Corey, after several years 


of wedded life, and the struggle of early 
hard times, came to Reno in 1905, to sue 
for a divorce from her husband. The court 
records show that the legal ground was de- 
Sertion; and never once does the name of 
the beautiful Miss Gilman appear. 


Contemporary newspapers, however, sup: 
plied the blank in lurid colors. The public 
devoured with avidity the reports of the 
magnate’s infatuation for the stage beauty, 
many years his junior, which led eventually 
wt his divorce and remarriage. 

Though public sympathy went then to 
the deserted wife there were thoughtful 
person, as always, who were reluctant to 
‘gmake unqualified condemnation. 


It was as Galsworthy has written con- 
cerning one of his characters: 


‘He had a feeling that, since he alone 
knew all the circumstances of his case, he 
alone was entitled to blame or excuse him- 
self. The glib judgments that moralists 
would pass upon his conduct could be 
‘nothing but the imbecilities of snug and 
phatrisaic fools—of those not under this 
dragging spell—of such as had not - blood 
enough, perhaps, ever to fall beneath it!’

EOPLE will sometimes go to curious 

lengths to gain their ends. The “Al- 
len’? case before the Reno court in 1915 is 
an illustration. 

Dr. William Blank (the name is ficti- 


tious) an entomologist in the government 
employ, wrote to Reno that year, making 
inquiries about divorce probabilities. The 
reply apparently was satisfactory; shortly 
after, the doctor, a woman called ‘Mrs. 
Allen,” and the lfatter’s three children 
tame to Reno. Mrs. Allen and Dr. Blank 
each took immediate steps toward getting 
divorces, 

‘Concerning the existence of a Mrs, 
Blank there was no question, but, as the 
Allen casé progressed, the lawyers came to 
the astounding conclusion that there was no 
Mr. Allen! This was the story: 


Dr. Blank, summering in Virginia in 1900 


with his wife and -children, met a kinder- 
garten teacher. When afl returned to 
Washington, she applied to Dr. Blank for 
some work out of school hours, and got it. 
She became friendly with the family; and 
gradually all of Dr. Blank’s real estate hold- 
ings were discovered to be in her name. 
His wife vehemently protested. A cool- 
ness grew between her and her husband, 
while his friendship with the other woman 
increased, i 

In September, 1906, the kindergarten 
teacher’s marriage to “Mr. Allen’ took 
place. She claimed to have met him that 
Summer in the course of her travels. She 
said she had consulted her friend Dr. Blank 
as to the advisability of marrying him—that 
Dr. Blank had urged her to do so and raise 
a family, offering to finance her if she 
needed it. 

Nobody ever saw “Mr. Allen. His ‘‘wife” 


said lre was a railroad conductor with head- 
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quarters in Pittsburg, but that upon marry- 
ing he gave up his job and took another, 
as secretary to a railroad man in Philadel- 
phia. She didn’t know the latter’s address 
and her husband’s it appeared, was merely 
“general delivery.” 

Not long after the announcement of the 
supposed marriage, she was ensconced in 
a Washington flat. Three babies were born 
in rapid succession; yet, with Philadelphia 
only a few hours’ ride away, no friends 
ever saw ‘Mr, Allen,” but were merely told 
he had been over. 

Skeptical murmurs began to grow a bit 
disconcerting. Dr. Blank and ‘‘Mrs. Allen” 
proceeded to manufacture evidence of ‘Mr. 
Alien’s’’ authenticity. They made him a 
bank depositor. They invented an expla- 
nation of his absence that would have done 
credit to a scenario writer. He had “done 
something,” they said, that made it un- 
wise for him to appear in Washington. 


In that city, the implied “Allen” was 
supposed to have been drowned, but had 
miraculously escaped, concealing the fact of 
his escape even from his broken-hearted 
parents! That is why the former teacher 
said, he visited her secretly. ‘‘Mr. Allen” 
was much grieved at the suspicions sur- 
rounding his dear wife.

In the 
course of it, however, she said “Papa Al 
len” had called him a trilobite, because he 
had a funny little habit of rolling himself 
up in a ball like one! 

The trilobite was a creature that became 
extinct in the paleozoic are; would a scient- 
ist or an ex-railroad conductor, with x 
grade-school education, be likely to use 
the term? The trilobite settled the mat- 
ter; the mythical “Mr. Allen’? was none 
Other than the entomologist Dr. Blank, 

Why the fraudulent “husband?” .Thére

CHAPTER IX. 


S we cruised about the waters of 

the northerly New Hebrides | ob- 

Served that all the inhabitants of 

the little {sles which cluster 

about the large ones do*their gar- 

dening on the shores of the larger 

islands and, in the vicinity of 

Rano and its neighbors, on Malekula, where 
they never venture without arms. 


I was anxious to visit these gardens and 
see how the women accomplished their 
primitive farming in the yam and taro fields, 
for in Malekula women work while men 
dance. And I was particularly anxious to 
investigate the Big Nambus tribes of such 
evil reputation. So we sailed away to “the 
Island of Fiends’” where these reputed can- 
nibals live in villages among the mountains 
and where many of their settlements are 


fifteen to eighteen hundred feet above sea ° 


level, so that Big Nambus are obliged to 
come down to the coast for the purpose of 
procuring cocoanuts which do not grow 
above an altitude of seven hundred and 
fifty feet nor thrive above seven hundred. 


From the middle and westerly part of 
Malekula these tribes come down to a land- 
ing place known as Big Nambus Bay on the 
western side of the island to trade. This 
spot is declared neutral ground by the Big 
Nambus and their enemies, the other bush- 
men. At any other place a member of either 
tribe will kill the other on sight and eat 
the victim. 


A native pilot guided us to this spot be- 
neath the sleeping mountains and a friend 
from Vila enlightened us as to the nature 
of the people we sought; 

“The Big Nambus tribes are just as ugly, 
murderous and vicious as their neighbors, 
only more savage.”’ 

We went ashore and found a trail that 
zigzagged upward in the direction of the 
interior. 


66 EAVE your arms behind,” | ordered. 

“The natives kill in order to obtain 
what they want, and guns and ammunition 
are the most highly-prized articles they 
know. When we go back into the interior 
we must never carry anything except what 
we can give them.”’ 

The trail was narrow. Most of the time 
we walked single-file, climbing up and up. 
There was a peculiar fascination about fol- 
lowing this trail to the fastnesses of canni- 
bals. We did not know how far the nearest 
village would be nor what minute we might 
meet a group of Big Nambus cannibals. 

“I’m going to get th.s picture, anyway,” 
declared Lathrop, a camera-fiend of our 
party, and focussed his camera on a won- 
derful banyan tree with an open center 
where the trunk separated and then con- 
verged again. These great trees are the 
highest in the New Hebrides and in some 
localities cover acres in extent where 
spreading boughs have continually sent 
down shoots into the ground and surround- 
ed the parent trunk with its offspring. 

“Take care Mr. Big Nambus don’t get 
you!” laughed Francois, the French pilot 
from Vila. 

At a bend in the path we passed a. fork 
in the trail and lost sight of Lathrop. — 

Camera in hand he hurried after us, turn- 
ed up the fork in the trail and presently 
came upon t¥o women. 

It was hard to say who was the most 
startled. The women cowered aside like 
frightened rabbits. Lathrop realized un- 
comfortably that a man with a musket must 
be near at hand. To turn back would al- 
most surely prove fatal. Lathrop went on. 
He turned a shoulder of the hill and saw 
a man on the trail ahead of him. He tried 
to attract. the savage’s attention without 
alarming him. The man ahead paid no heed 
to the breaking of twigs. Lathrop made 
gentle noises. The man wheeled, leveled 
. bis rifle and stood ready to fire. 

Lathrop hesitated a moment. The na- 
tive was a wild looking man, short and 
muscular, with large shaven lips protruding 
above a full beard. He wore a stick of bam- 
boo through his nose and a whisk of grass 
for costume. In that moment Lathrop re- 
membered that all natives understood a 
cigarette. He proffered one and lighted it. 
At once the savage shouldered his 1ifle and

came towards-the extended hand. In an- 
other minute the two were friends and chat- 
tering amicably in beche-la-mer—for the 
native proved to be a chieftain with an edu- 
cation, one might say. 


- order to abate his suspicion of the 
camera Lathrop showed it to him and let 
him look into it, standing off, meantime, so 
that the savage could see his image in the 
lens. . This astonished the chief immensely 
and he laughed delightedly at the tiny fig- 
ure he saw in the glass. After that he was 
only too willing to pose while Lathrop 
snapped his picture, but he was obdurate 
against requests for permission to take a 
picture of the women. Lathrop even of- 
fered him his watch by way of a bribe, but 
the chief would not permit his wives to 
show themselves. After all, what did a 
watch mean to a being who used the sun 


It was a long, steep climb to the top of 
the plateau where his village stood, but 
every step of the rugged path was crowded 
with the interest of unexplored primeval 
nature. 

First we came to patches, fenced in with 
fresh-cut sapling posts set close together 
so that they made a solid stockade. Just 
beyond these gardens we saw the first 
houses of the settlement, surrounded by 
fences of Woven reeds and arranged as ar- 
tistically as the uneven ground permitted. 


g Bes houses were of bamboo, twenty feet 
in width, well built and larger than those 
of the Saltwatermen. They were shaped in 
front on the order of a-wide gothic window, 
the same form being freserved with the 
thatched roof the entire length of the house, 
sometimes thirty-five to forty feet or more, 
and tapering to a small size at the back. The

a day meant less than a glass bead in the 
scheme of existence? 


The sun was getting low. Its beams lay 
in broken lances of light across the path, 
and Lathrop turned back, feeling safe as 
long as his chieftain friend was in sight. 


The rest of us had reached a village high 
up the mountainside without incident and 
found the cannibals friendly, quite won over 
by my giving them something for nothing 
and by their enjoyment of the trinkets and 
tobacco we had brought them. 


They saw that I -paid no attention to their 


women -and this satisfied them that my in- 
tentions were good. We told them that we 
would come again, next day, and invited 
them down to the coast, promising to take 
them aboard the Wisdom. 

On our way up the trail next day, equip- 
ped to take pictures, we met Chief Nggom- 


pat coming down. He seemed glad to see 
us and turned and accompanied us to his 
village, which he hospitably invited us to 
visit. 

We found that Chief Nggompat was 2 man 
with power—a real leader among the Big 
Nambus. 


grass thatch on these roofs was a foot thick 
and I have never seen it laid on better any- 
where. The roofs sloped steeply down 
and rested at the eaves on a wall not more 
than four or five inches above the ground, 
like a baseboard around a room. 


The entrance in the bamboo front of each 
domicile was a small, square door at the 
ground. It was not more than two feet high 


and although natives crawl in and out with 
ease a large man, on hands and knees, ex- 
periences much difficulty im squeezing 
through, and I had a hard time of it, to the 
evident concern of my host. Since there 
were no windows to look through, we had 
to get inside a dwelling before we knew 
what to expect of its interior. 

Hanging from the roof supports, in 
woven grass containers, over the fire in 
their houses I saw the wild nuts of Male- 
kula, which are very nutritious and are 
dried out by this means as well as kept 
free from weevils by the ascending smoke. 

The principal wild nut of Malekula is 
an important item in .thelr food supply, 
which includes little else besides pigs, yams, 
taro and bananas. Women gather this vari- 
ety of nuts in quantities. during the season 


g the South Seas in Search of the Vicious Type of Islanders—F ollowing the Zigzag Trail of 


and preserve them for use during the en- 
suing months. The nut is a variety between 
a Brazil nut and an almond, and is not un- 
like a Brazil nut in flower. It has a green 
pod about the size of a hen’s egg. Natives 
crush off this husk with a rock, and in- 
side disclose a hard-shelled nut resembling 
an almond. 

Nggompat took mg first to his son’s com- 
pound, but he would not cross the stile over 
the wall which enclosed a group of several 
houses. It is Big Nambus law that no man 
is allowed to go into the compound of an- 
other. 


W* were presented to Bwilbwilli, the 
son, a Sturdy lad of only about 17 
years, wut he owned eleven wives and, un- 
like some of the older men, proudly showed 
them off as they squatted about the place 
with their unsightly mats of fibre, stripped 


- from the bark of trees, on their heads, the 


fringe hanging all around them, almost to 
their waists in the back, and opening in 
front to show their unlovely faces. A skirt 
made of strips of fibre partly covered their 
bodies to their knees and hung from their 
hips with an effect of being about to fall 
off. A piece of the fibre was drawn from 
the side around the back, where its end 
was tucked into the belt. 

In the yard on a high pole we saw an 
object that looked like a fresh skull from 
which the flesh had just been cut, and some 
of my party remained unconvinced that it 
was not a man’s skull, even though Bwil- 
bwilk, noting our interest in the gruesome 
object, denied it: 

“Finish ki ki man. 

And politeness required us to assent. 

We were next conducted to Nggompat’s 


No ki ki long time.” 


compound, the largest in the village. Among 


his ten wives Were some smart looking 
women. He not only posed fer his picture, 
but obligingly induced his wives to line up 
for theirs. Then he showed us the tamboo 
house (temple), in which were some very 
large bowls for food and a few old human 
skulls. 

By way of ornament men, women and 


children Wore skewers of bamboo, four or: 


five inches long, through their. noses, and 
a universal full-dress head covering among 
Big Nambus women consisted of two large 
crosswise rolls, like two rolling pins, from 
which hung a drapery of shredded bark. 

in lower parts of Malekula and its en- 
vironments men invariably dresse?_ their 
hair with flowers and leaves, but here the 
men mostly wore a proad-topped comb to 
one side of the front of their hair, and often 
a beautiful cluster of white cockatoo feath- 
érs towards the back, and usually coquet- 
tishly a little to one side. They were adorn- 
ed with one or more necklaces, but uni- 
formly about the waist was bound a piece 
of bark eight to ten inches in depth, and 
a piece of the same fibre, or what appeared 
to be grass, tucked into the belt. 


ANY chiefs of these savage tribes talk- 

ed freely to me on the subject of canni- 

balism, and all were willing to acknowledge 

that in the past, and at a not distant day, 
they had eaten flesh. 

“Not white man,” they informed me; 

“‘white man is too salty and smells bad.” By 


“which it may be seen they have tried the 


dish. 

Like other tribes on and around Male- 
kula, the Big Nambus men are not tall. They 
rarely attain a height of five feet and four 
inches, and the women are mostly below an 
average of five feet. 

Thesé natives are reputed to be canni- 
pals, and their eating of the slain is cited 
as proof, but I do not believe that canni- 
balism is a practice with them today. |! 
have visited, unarmed, many of their vil- 
lages in the interior, and have endeavored 
to prove that cannibalism is a custom of 
theirs. But after examining many of their 
feast grounds and the trash heaps about na- 
tive villages, 1 have yet to find human 
bones. 

Since we had enjoyed the hospitality of 
Chief Nggompat, of course, the next thing 
was to entertain him, and hence it was that 
some of the most savage of the Big Nain- 
bus warriors came aboard the Wisdom II.

tains ia crowds to the shore, but their 
progress to the ship was made with much 
trepidation. They had never had any ex- 
perience with boats or water, and were 
badly frightened after they were assisted 
into the dories and Started for the yacht. 

“They are afraid of a bath,” declared 
Lathrop. 

“No, no,” @issented Francois. “it’s the 
Devil Devil in the bottom of the sea that 
scares them stiff.” 

But the savages seemed reassured when 
they clambered on deck and met my out- 
stretched hand. I sheok hands with each 
one as he came aboard, and after they had 
looked around suspiciously on their strange 
Surroundings they began to inspect the 
schooner with childlike curiosity and amaze- 
ment. By evening they had become so tame 
that they collected tm groups, looking at 
pictures in ifustrated magazines from New 
York, and when Chief Nggompat parted 
from us his argent request was that we 
send him his “likeness” and “one big fel- 
low pig,” and he is probably still expecting 
the pig to follow the “likeness” 1 sent him. 

Now that we had made acquaint- 
ance with members of the Bib Nam- 
bus tribes, | felt more secure about 
extending our explorations into the 
interior, where | fougd natives who 
had never seen a white man before, 
and who touched and curiously ex- 
amined my arm te see if the color 
would stick.

our efforts to obtain pic 
tures of women at theii 
avocations. Indeed, the 
only place where 1 could 
photograph women ia this 
way was back in the inte. 
rior. Straying alone with 
my camera I came unex- 
pectedly upon a group of 
women. One of them 
bent over a pool in which 
she was washing her 
child, and I photographed | 
them. She looked around, 
caught sight of me with 
leveled camera, snatched 
up her child and ran with 
it into the underbrush. 


HE women had paused 

to rest on their way 
from working in yam 
patches. All were laden, 
and one carried a child 
on her back, ted another 
little one by the hand, and 


Some of the most 
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7° impress these people with any 
sense of-the size and population 
of America was a difficult, not to 
say dangerous, proceeding, since it 
must be done without arousing re- 
sentment. 

From the village where | made 
my first attempt to give Malekula 
an idea of the extent of America a 
patch, some ten miles in length, runs 
to the sea. I pointed to that path: 

“If vou,” said 1, “were for ten 
moons to walk that trail to the coast 
and back again, you would still not 
be across the island of America. And 
if your noble tribe of two hundred 
men were again two hundred, aid 
then tw6 hundred more, that would — 
still not be as many as there are 
men in one house in America.” 

They plainly considered me an 
awful liar, bat, nevertheless, they 
were impressed with some idea of 
America’s greatness. My ship served 
‘as an object lesson to them. 

“He have big ship—very big ship. 
We have seen it. Al the men in 
his island have big ships like that. 
Many more big ships,” summed up 
a chief to his attentive warriors. 
“America one great island. Perhaps 
nearly as large as Malekula.”’ 

_ On my journeys inland natives 
offered me their houses. But 1 had - 
seen the way they scratched and 
scratched themselves, and declined 


ae 


are more valuable than women, 
for the reason that 2 pig bears 
eight or ten -young at a time, 
and all are grown in a year, 
while 2 woman bears only one 
child a year, and sometimes 
not that often. The tusks of 
pigs they sacrifice are held 
of more“worth than a woman. 
Therefore, if a good tusker 
sow dies, leaving a litter of 
little ones, a man kills his girl 
babies and makes his wives 
suckle the young pigs. 


What wonder, then, that 
even beings of so low an or- 
der of human intelligence 
sometimes summons enough 
courage to run aWay from 
such a terrible existence, even 
in the full knowledge that if 
they are caught after a second 
or third such effort for free- 
dom they will be subjected to 
the terrible torture of the 
white-hot stone bound be- 
neath their knee? 

In a women’s compound of 
the Little Nambus tribe 1 saw 
Such unhappy creatures drag- 
ging themselves around among 
little children and dirt-caked 
pigs, the great running sores 
uader their knees swarming 
with flies, or sitting helpless- 
ly beside their houses busily 


the hospitality. 

We started into the interior by paths 
worn to the beach by natives who came to 
the shore every week to get sea water for 
cooking, since they have no salt, and many 
of them walked fifty te sixty miles from 
the iaterior to fill their large bamboo wa- 
ter-reeds with salt water. 

Among these people 1 always secured 
safety for the moment by giv them some- 
thing to look forward to in the iuture. And 
whenever 1 gave them a present I told them 
that when they came to visit me on my. 
ship | would give them more, 

They, in turn, offered me arrows, spears 
and all manner of objects, and these I diplo- 
matically deferred accepting. It would over- 
joy me te receive these gifts if they were 
brought to me on my ship at my departure, 
1 assured them, and. when the givers would 
be presented with a remembrance from me. 

-1n this, way I avoided giving offense by 
accepting a gift and not afterwards coming 
wholly up to the simple being’s expecta- 
tions ia the matter of reciprocity, which 
_might not have been safe. In their philoso- 
phy “possession is ninety-nine points of the 
law.’ Always possession, with them, means 
a matter of strength. | : 

We mg. with : many disappointments in 


held a basket of yams in her other hand. 

1 looked after the poor human beasts of 
burden; perhaps only a little less afflicted 
than their sisters of the eastern coast. 

The women of Malekula are the most 
pitiful on earth. Here, as throughout the 
wild sections of the New Hebrides; women 
are bent and misshapen from catrying heavy 
loads. Not one knows a moment’s ‘pleas- 
ure from childhood to the grave—if they 
are lucky enough to get a grave. 

Every human emotion seems to have 
been crushed out of them. There seems 
to be ia them not even love or motherly 
instinct for their children. Perhaps in this 
they are fortunate, for the poor beings are 
despoiled of their offspring at the will of 
their husbands, : _ 

When boys attain the age of six years 
they are taken from their mothers and 
reared ia the men’s compound by the men. 

No woman may enter the man’s com- 
pound under pain of death, except in the 
instances of those few tribes where women 
have more freedom. For the rest, if a 
woman dares venture in a man’s compound 
She is killed. She must take her husband’s 
provisions to his door and leave thent there 
for him te cook, Perhaps a precaution of 


safety prompts @ man to prepare his own 


food. Who knows what deadly herb an in- 
jured wife might use to season it with? 

A man’s cookery is a simple process. He 
merely throws into the fire In the men’s 
compound sach food as he requires and icts 
it roast In the embers. 

Not only in the interior, but on the coast, 
the people are vegetarians. . The shores of 
Matekula are alive with fish, but the natives 


‘seem to have no idea how to catch them. 


Occasionally some man will spear a fish, 
and only occasionaliy—aside from festival 


orgies—kill a wild hog. 


IKE its human neighbors, the wild hog 

of Malekula is an unlovely specimen of 
its kind. it is only about twenty inches 
in length and so swayback that its belly al- 
most drags on the ground. A long snout 
and huge tusks add to its fierce and repul- 
sive appearance, and many of these tusks 
describe two circles in their curves. Such 
tusks are greatly prized by Malekulans, 
therefore the- greater its tusks the more 
valuable the hog. 


Pigs of more domestic sort share the 
women’s compound, into which a man may 
go whenever he pleases and get whom he 
desires of his various wives. 

From the Malekulaa poiat of view, pigs 


making beits of bark for their 
owners; weaving baskets in which their 
more fortunate sisters would carry food; 


tending their boy babies, and even suckling 


young pigs. Fate can bring them nothing 
worse! 


‘It would seem as though the lot of these 
poor creatures was hard enough without 
harrowing their superstitious natures by 
obliging mourners to sleep for a hundred 
nights on the dirt floor of their dwellings 
over the newly-buried corpse of a member 
of the family. 


HE chiefs of Matekula and the neighbor- 

ing island are not hereditary, as in many 
other groups of islands, but automatically 
become chiefs by reason of the number of 
wives and pigs they own. They appear to 
contribute nothing to the world’s assets, 
and to have received nothing good of civili- 
zation except the repression of cannibalism 
as a custom. Although they devour the 
slain, I could. find no evidence that they 
kill for the sole purpose of eating human. 
flesh; but the future does not seem to offer 
any speedy awakening to the Savagery 
which slumbers beneath the volcano smoke 
clouds of the New Hebrides and hides with- 
in the fastnesses of its jungle-fended moun- 


tains.

CHAPTER XLI. 

HATEVER the disorganization and 
demoralization wrought by the 
great war, it forced, for a time, 

& degree of international unity 
and co-operation never known in 
the world before. 


the war closed in November, 
1918, with wild rejoicing in all allied 
countries, a 
view at once developed between - America 
on the one hand and the nations of Europe 
on the other regarding these great -inter- 
_ national systems of control over the pur- 
chase, 
food and materials. 
in Ameri¢a, which had been littlé in- 
jured by the war, and where there was a 
superabundance of most’ of the necessaries 
of life, the reaction against them was swift 
and violent. The great private business 


interests of América were not only pro- 
foundiy suspicious of such government con- 
trols, whether national or international, 
but beyond those of any. other nation, felt 
capable of standing on their own feet and 
taking quick advantage of the reopening 
of world trade. 


Europe, on the other hand, and espe- 
cially the weaker nations, faced by acute 
economic distress, financial collapse and 
even Starvation, looked with utter dismay 
upon an abrupt termination of these great 
and serviceable econoniic organizations. 
This was true also Of most of the men, 
including some of the Americans who were 
closely enough associated with them to 
know, at first hand, the economic crisis 
existing in Europe. Even before the 
armistice was signed these men were agi- 
tating for a continuance of the system over 
some period, at least, of transition. 


All that our government would admit 
was the possibility of creating some new 
machinery of co-operation for dealing with 
the problems of the armistice period, the 
chief of which was the feeding of Europe’s 
populations. A long negotiation over this 
Subject resulted in the agreement to form 
an inter-allied supreme council for supply 
and relief, reached on December 12; the 
council, however, did not get to work for 
another month. 


By the time this council assembted, pres- 
sure of circumstances had shown the 
Americans that they could not withdraw 
from economic co-operation with Europe 
to anything like the extent they had con- 
templated. There had, after all, to be a 
cousiderable period of convalescence, of 
skilled nursing, after the fearful fever of 
the war. They found Europe prostrate, a 
distress crying aloud for relief, and they 
perceived a great wave of economic revo- 
lution—Hoover called it, “economic an- 
archy”—gathering to engulf the world if 
the established order were not immediately 
reinforced. . 


A T the same time they suddenly discov- 
ered that the abrupt withdrawal from 
war-time co-operation was a game that 
more than one could play at. ‘The British, 
for example, hinted that if American 
financing was to stop immediately, the. Eq- 
ropean governments might find it imposst- 
ble to go on purchasing American food. at 
war-time prices. Huge surpluses of food 
had accumulated in America—especially 
pork—produced at guaranteed prices. If 
the price were thus suddenly to break, 
American farmers, their bankers and man- 
ufacturers of food products might all go 
down in ruin. 

On January 8 the crisis came. The 
British withdrew their monthly buying or- 


ders. Hoover wrote an anguished letter. 


to President Wilson on that day setting 
forth the seriousness of the situation; a 


surplus of 400,000,000 pounds of pork 


alone in America—held at war prices! 


The president acted at once, and new: 


co-operative arrangements were made with 
the European governments whereby the al- 
lied nations were to continue their pur- 
chases at war prices, bat allowed to resell 
to neutral and enemy countries, the pro- 
ceeds to-apply to further purchases in the 
United States. | 

Conditions rapidly grew worse instead 
of better; it began to appear that the eco- 
nomic breakdown was even more serious 


than the political disorganization. Russia

World Economic Power 
Organized for Relief

take piace throughout all Europe. Hoover's 


new work. dragged; it was not supported, 
nor properly correlated with the other eco- 
nomic organizations. 

The Americans were the first, once they 
had taken hold of the relief problem, to 
recognize the conditions and to propose 


extending the machinery of international 
economic co-operation. Whatever the the- 
oretical opposition to such controls, they 
had to. face an immediate and. practical 
problem. Europe could neither be alowed 
to statve nor yet to sink into the “anarchy 
of hunger” which might destroy the whole 
fabric of civilized society. On February 
8, President Witson taid the foundation for 
what was to become, during its brief ex- 
istence, the most powerful economic organ- 


ization the world has yet known; the su- 


preme economic council 
lf the political settlements at Paris were 


largely dominated by the French, the eco-. 


nomic controls were largely in the hands 
of British and Americans, for they repre- 
sented the economic power of the world. 
Consider the chairmen of the various sec- 
tions: om 

Foad and relief, Herbert Hoover, Amer- 
ica; fimance, Norman H. Davis, America; 
commanications, General Mance,_ Great 
Britain; raw material, - Louis Loucheur, 
France; blockade, Vaace McCormick, Amer- 
ica; shipping, Kemball Cooke, Great 
Britain. 

The council itself was composed of five 


delegates from each of the four great pow- 
ers. After a time Belgian delegates were 


added. At first the meetings were presided. 


over in notation: Lord Robert Cecil for 
Great Britain, Mr.-Hoover for America; M. 
Clemente! for France, Signor Crispi for 
Italy, but it soon become the practice for 
Lord Robert Ceci to preside at all meet- 


ings. 


W Hite the work to be done was itself 
straightforward enough, great and 
serious differences afose among th nations 
as to the functions, the power, the scope 
of this great co-eperative organization, a 
study of which will be found of the greatest 
value in facing the sew economic prob- 
lems now crowding upon the attention of 
the world. 


Two general classes of divergence arose . 


in the treatment of these economic ques- 
tions—both having political implications. 
in the first place, while it was generally 
agréed that the supreme economic council 
should take care of the immediate economic 
distress, the urgeat problems were contin- 
ually presenting themselves as permanent 
problems, extending far into tinies: of 
peace. How far could these more perma- 
nent arrasigeméiits ‘be allowed to. develop? 
How far dared the political leaders commit 
thé jealous governments behind them to 
lasting economic arrangements? Most of 
them dreaded the growth of these extra- 
political bodies with their hands upon the 
money, food, goods, of the world. Might 
they not become too-powerful? — 

In the second place, fundamental differ- 
ences of view developed at the very begin- 
ning between the Americans and British 
on the one hand—the nations chiefly con- 
trolling economic supply—and tfieir conti- 
nental associates, particularly the French— 
the nations in greatest economic need—on 
the other — 

To the Americans and British the eco- 
nomic task seemed relatively simple and 
temporary. 
of Europe, and thus prevent economic 
chaos in the world until peace could be 
made. 


But to the other nations of Europe, 


which were not only much less powerful 
in an economic sense, but had suffered far 
more, the problem was fess simple or tem- 


porary. The old economic organization end 
balance of Europe, unstable at best, had 


been hopelessly shattered. Moreover, it 


it was to relieve the distress - 


must never be forgotten that. .conatinental 
Europe, with rapidly expanding and crowd- 
ing populations, was actually undersupplied, 
not only in time of war, but in time of 
peace, with economic necessaries, while 
America and the British Empire were over- 
supplied. 

Consider in the light of these differences 
of view the economic problems which 
arose. The most urgent was the feeding 
of the principal enemy—Germany. . The 
Americans and British were for going ahead 
on the simple basis that hungry Germans 
needed to be fed as badly as did hungry 
Belgians or Serbs and that Germany, being 
an inevitable and necessary factor in the 
economic organization of the world, could 
not be neglected without inducing anarchy, 
encouraging bolshevism, and threatening 
the world. 

But the French did not want Germany’s 
economic power revived lest the security 
of France be again menaced. They did 
not want to relax the blockade, or returr 
to normal economic relationships until 
their terms of peace—which involved the 
permanent economic weakening of Ger- 
many as compared with France—were a-- 
cepted. A conflict involying all these mat- 
ters arose from the very first. 

it is amazing that two full months should 
elapse after the armistice of November 11 
before anything whatever was done to re- 
deem the promise in the twenty-sixth 
clause of that armistice: 

“The allies and the United States con- 
template the provisioning of Germany dur- 
ing the armistice as shall be’ found act- 
essary.” 


i was not until January 11 that the new 
relief council assembled to meet the 
problem which every one admitted was and 
had been urgent. 

The Americans proposed that Germany 
should pay for supplies furnished her in 
gold or negotiable foreiga securities. 

The French immediately objected: as- 
serting that they must have ali these liquid 


assets for reparations, no matter what hap-. 


pened to Germany. They argued that if 
our government was so anxious to feed 
the Germans it could extend the necessary 
credits. 

The situation was further complicated 
by the insertion of a clause ia the re- 
newal of the armistice on January 16, re- 


quiring the Germans to tara over heir mer- - 


chant fleet to heip ia “the provisioning of 
Germany and of the rest of Europe.” Al- 
though they had agreed to this condition, 
the Germans delayed its execution until 
the allied and associated powers should give 
of intention te falffli their original engage- 
ment. 

The crisis cafme on March 6, when the 


armistice commission at Spa telegraphed— 


that “the German delegates tefused to de- 
liver their merchant marine in its entirety 
until a definite: program of food supplies 
has. been arranged up to next harvest.” On 
March 8, in a joint session of the council 
of ten aud the supreme economic council, 
the Americans and British fought out their 
differences with the French. They pro- 
posed a program such as the Germans de- 
manded, including. among the measures of 
finance the transfer or pledge by Germany 


- of gold and foreign securities. 


Lloyd: George and Clemenceau” ‘Wed the 
opposing sides in the fight. When Clem- 
enceau insisted that the Germans be made 
to “work for their food,” that is, pay for 
it by exports of raw materials, Lloyd George 
pointed out that this proposition merely 
put the whole controversy back on the old 
basis of January, since which time nothing 
whatever had been accomplished. 

Clemenceau came back with an equally 
warm rejoinder based upon his usual refer- 
ence to the sufferings of France, and mak- 


ing the very real poiat that it was chiefly 
at her expense that the whole enterprise 
would be carried out. 


Following these lightning flashes, the air 
began to clear. Loutheur, the most rea- 
sonable of the French negotiators; took 
charge of their side of the case. He ‘quite 
agreed that the Germans could not be ex- 
pected to work until they had been fed,” 
and he offered substantial. concessions to 
the Anglo-American proposals: pending the 
restoration of Germany’s epee to pay her 
bilis by rT 


HE allied delegates mid the Yoruiéne 

at Brussels, March 13-14, and quickly 
brought the provisioning agreement to a 
conclusion on these new terms. 


The Germans, now convinced that the 
allies really intended to ship food, agreed 
readily enough to the surrender of the 
ships, and thus brought into effect, after 
four months, a definite scheme for carry- 
ing out the pledge of the original armi- 
stice conventfon. 


So much for the work of the supreme 
economic council in the case of Germany, 
which, of course, furnished the toughest 
problems. Most interesting and important 
work was also done in connection with the 
feeding or policies for feeding Austria, Hun- 
gary, Poland, Finland, Russia and the Bal- 
tic states, but this, with the exception of 
one great new problem of first-class im- 
portance, presented few issues of general 
interest. 


This new problem, which year by year 
is destined to. become a. more. significant 
factor in all international relationships, 
concerns the use of the enormous power 
arising from the control of the economic 
necessaries of life—food, coal and other 
raw materiais—for determining the desti- 
nies of nations; in short, the use of the 
“economic. weapon.” It was only in its 
crade beginnings at Paris; but the world 
will have a fuller taste of it in the future! 

But a far more interesting and signifi- 
cant example of the new use of economic 
power is to be found in connection with 
the feeding of Hungary. 

After the bolshevist revolution there 
(March 21) the country was totally out- 
lawed and cut off from relations with the 
world—including the operations of relief. 


’ Food supplies were stopped and a resolu- 


tion of the supreme economic council to 


“wemove the blockade, at the same time as 


that on Austria, was recalled (March 28). 

It is not possible here to go into the 
complicated Hungarian problem, but only 
to point out the use of economic power 
by the supreme economic council for in- 
flicting or coercing the government, the 
very life and iastitutions, of an independ- 
ent state. It was used again in Poland 
quite apart from any question of bolshe- 
vism, for the support of Paderewski as 
against the imperialists who were trying | 
to force his resignation, and above all it © 
was used in connection with Russia. 


E references to the «use of eco- 
nomic power for political ends must 
not obscure the fact that the work of the 
supreme econemic council. was in general 
nobly beneficent, - aid fadeed absolutely 
necessary to the stabilization of Europe at 
a disastrous moment. Yet we must ap- 
preciaté the dangers as well as the benefits 
of such a concentration of economic power. 
We must understand the close connection 
between economic and political problems 
in our existing order of society. It ts 
inevitable that the leaders, .economic or 
political, of our national organizations 
should be swayed by a feeling of this con- 
nection, and that their actions even in the 
field of humanitarian effort, should be in- . 
fluenced by a perception of the interests 
of the system on which the society that 
produced them is based. 

The flounderings of the late Genea con- 
ference illustrate well the difficulty of mak- 
ing the concept Of the indissoluble com- 
mon interests of nations prevail over the 
radical antagonism between two economic 
systems. It still remains to be seen wheth- 
er a modus vivendi can be arranged which 
will enable the world to function again as 
an economic whole, with ail its essential 
parts contributing their share to the gen- 
eral welfare. ‘

From each of these people, with his or 
her special slant and bias, you get news 
and hints of news. It’s all gossip, of 
course, and most of it isn’t so, but here 
and there in it are straws to show which 
way the wind is blowing. So | like to sit 
in amongst it, and sift-out the hints and 
guesses and suspicions that later will help 
to develop a big story. 

For mark this: It’s among these little 
people in the background that gossip gets 
to be worth something. In official society 
~—that is, in the administration circle, and 


in old Washington society, which is some-

Well; I told 
‘her that the senator wouldn’t say a word 
on that subject, and that if she faked it, 
or even ran his picture with a line under it 
calling attention to his looks, ?d cut her 
whole bureau off from any news Special 
from his office and from his committees. 
And she knows I'd do it, too.”

got him telling all about the crops and thé : 
cattle, and the Lord knows what. beside, and 
when, at last, she’d pass hint in to the sen- 
ator the old chap would be all happily talked 


out and ready for a handshake and goodby, . 


If any legislation, came up which affected 
his state, Miss Thatcher had feelers out in 
Kaine’s name, covering every district. And 
if anything went through that benefited any

grains telling them. It made them feel im- 
portant and close to him. O, Miss Thatcher’ 
was a wonder. And to look at her she 
might have been any little old maid school- 
marm and filled up with prunes and prisms, 
and no more conception of politics than a 
goldfish! 

Honestly I could rave on about Thatcher 
and Kaine for hours, and I don’t know which 
I'd say the prettiest things about.

through with that marriage, it then became 
necessay to get rid of the husband she had 
created for herself. 


The court refused her a decree. It 
treated Dr. Blank’s appeal in a similar man- 


ner. What subsequently happened to them 
passes beyond the knowledge of the Reno 
authorities. 


"Ae atl a poetic old adage that declares 
that ‘‘the hand that rocks the cradle 
rules the world,” but it must be admitted 
that “‘the hand that holds the purse-string” 
does its fair share of the ruling! 

Feminine hands in ever greater numbers 
have held the purse-strings in recent years 
This has been one of the most powerful 
agents in gaining for woman the civil and 


social rights that she has sougth. 

The widespread entrance of woman into 
the field of labor was one-of the happier 
results of the civil war. When the strife 
came to an end. many fortunes were fourd 
to have been swept away on the tide of 
it; husbands, brothers, and fathers, there- 
fore depended upon as providers, had been 
killed, and delicately nurtured women who 
had never remotely contemplated the pos- 
Sibility of having to work for their livings, 
found themselves left with no other aljter- 
native. 

Most of them turned to teaching. This 
was regarded as the only “genteel” fam- 
inine occupation; and naturally it soon be- 
came greatly overcrowded. — 

Just about the time when this matter of 
suitable occupations for women began to 
get serious, the typewriter came into gen- 
eral use. It was by no means a new idea; 
a writing machine had been patented in 
England in 1714, another in America in 
4829, and one in France in 1833. But it 
was not until the early seventies that— 
almost as by intervention of Providence— 
it definitely took its place in the business 
world. t 

What this has done for women is appa- 
rent. It opened the gates of a field of ac- 
tivity with practically unlimited scope. 
Not only did it supply women with oppor- 
tunity to earn an immediate livelihood, but 
it served as entering wedge into the great 
commercial world. 

Thousands of women today head their 
own business, or hold important and highly 
paid positions of trust in those of others.

Although hams are relatively low

in price in any form, the homemaker will find it 


most*economical to buy a whole ham. The butt can be baked, the center sliced, fried 
or broiled; the shank boiled and the tind used for seasoning. 

Ham butts and shanks, delicicus, nutritious, economical meats, are even less ex- 
pensive than the whole’ ham. They can be prepared easily, moreover, in a variety of 
ways. The following recipes’ may be of value to the homemaker: 

/ 


Baked Ham With Vinegar . Sauce. 
Wash ham. shank thoroughly, . trim _if 
necessary’, and place in baking dish or pot. 
Mix 1-4 teaspoon each of cloves, pepper 
and celery salt and rub this into the meat. 


Combine 1-2 ‘cup flour and 1-4 cup “ater 
to a paste and spread ‘ever the meat. Fill 
pan one-half full of cider or water and. 1-8 
cup vinegar, and rdéast two to. three hours. 
Remove paste and skin and’ serve on .platier 
vegetables, beets, sweet potataes, 
spinch. cabbawe and carrots. Apple sauce 
made with vinegar or lemon juice makes a 
delicious addition to the dish. 


Vinezar Apple Sauce. 

Melt 3 tablespoons of ham fat in: frying 
pan, add 1-S teaspoon curry powder, then 
3 tablespoons flour to make paste; at same 
time heat 1 1-2 cup. water, 1-4 cup vin- 
egar, 1 cup grated apple pulp and 1-2 tea- 
spoon whole allspice. Combine ti.is With 
the paste and cook until of ¢reamy con- 
sistefcy, Finely. chopped peppers or gher- 
kins may be added. 


Ham Shank With Vegetables. 


‘ Carefully wash a ham shank (about 3 


pounds). Eoil slowly two or three hours. 
Seasoning may be added to the water. 
During last half-hour of cooking add po- 
tatoes, Yellow turnips, carrots, onions. and 
cabbage, cleaned and cut into large ‘pieces. 
Serve ham in center of large platter with 
vegetables arranged as attractive border. 


Ham Baked With Macaroiii. 

Boil a butt of haia untit tender, then 
remove meat and chop: At Same. time 
cook one-half cup macaroni in salted wa- 
ter. To the macaroni add 1 cup chopped 
ham, add 1 tablespoon of chopped Onion, 
1-4. cup grated cheese, salt and pepper. 


Mix well and turn into buttered gona & 


dish.. Sprinkle top with buttered: brea 
crumbs and bake one-half hour. 


Baked Butts With Apples. 
Wash butt and trim fat from edges. ‘Rub 
ham with mixed seasoning. of mustard; 
cloves, pepper and brown sugar. Place 
in baking pan or pot. Cut cored apples 


- in half or jin thick slices and place on and 


around the butt. Pour water into bottom 
of pan to keep from burning... Roast slow- 
ly for at least one hoay. Hany ahd: apples 
may be allowed to brown toward end of 
baking. [% longer baking is desired, apples 
may be added after butt has baked an hour. 


Baked Ham in Firelcss. 
Place a 4 1-2 to 5-pound cut from the 


butt end of the ham ‘in the fireless cooker 
overnight.. In the. morning. remove the 


skin and then pat into the fat part of the 


ham 5 tablespoons brown sugar, 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, 3-4 teaspoon allspice. 
Place in a hot oven and bake for forty min- 
utes.- Baste every ten. minutes with 6 ta- 


_ blespoons vinegar, 3-4 tablespoon boiling 


water. Use the liquid in the pan after 
baking the ham for making  gtavy, by 
browning 3 tablespoons flour, then adding 
the liquid left in the pan and sufficient 
boiting water to make 1 1-4 cups. gravy. 
Season. 


Baked Slices of Ham. 

Cut the slices from the middle of the 
ham about {-2-inch thick. Trim and then 
cut around the edges every’ two inches 
apart to prevent curling. Place on a bak- 
ing dish and pour over the ham 1 cup wa- 
ter, 2 tablespoons :yrup. Bake in a slow 
oven 25 miinutes. °

No more dramatic situation is 
to be found in all the Bible, and 
none more human in the lesson it brings 
to every man. 


After He was baptized by John and re- -{ 
ceived the manifestation of divine approval, ~ 


Christ was led by the Spirit into the wilder- 


ness, where He remained for 40 days pre- - 


naring Himself for the work which He was 
about to undertake. Here He was tempted 
of the devil—an actual experience which 
cannot be explained away as poetry or alle- 
gory. 

The lesson that this fourth chapter of 
Luke, and the same chapter in Matthew, 
hold for us naturally divides itself into two 
parts, one dealing with the tempter and the 
other with the temptations. 

Is there a personal devil? - 

Bible passages leave no doubt of it. Noth- 
ing is more clearly stated or more repeated- 
ly emphasized than that there is a personal 
devil—invisible, but present and active. 


‘HRIST says: “I beheld Satan fall: as 
‘lightning from heaven.” 
~~ In Job we read: “And the Lord said 
unto Satan, Whence comest thou? Then 
Satan answered the Lord, and said, From 
_ going to-and fro tn fhe earth, and from 
walking up and down in it.” 

Moses tells us that in the form of a ser- 
pert the devil tempted Eve. 

Saian is represented as presumptuous, 
proud, powerful, wicked, malignant, subtle, 
deceitful, fierce and cruel. He is described 
as “the prinee of -the power of the air,’ 
and “the prince of this. world.’ 

“Luke tells us that Satan entered ‘into 
Judas—this is the explanation of the be- 
trayal of Christ. John also brings this in-

“Taken up into a mountain” is one of 
the most expressive phrases borrowed from 
the Bible: those in public life as well as 
those in business have frequent occasion to 
use it 

When I was a young man! became ac- 
quainted with a white-haired colleague in 
congress. One day when a member was 
announcing a change of position on an im- 
portant question, a change that took him 
over to the side of predatory wealth, the 
eldérly congres$man came over and, taking 
a seat by me, whispered “They have taken 


“him up into the. mountain.” ~ 


It_is one of the saddest experiences that 
one can have to see an associate in busi- 
seg or in politics “taken up into the moun-_ 
ain 

The loye of power is not confined to 
those’.who aspire to authority exercised 
through the machinery of government. The 
pleasure. of exercising a similar power— 
domination in the business world as in the 
social world—is coveted by many. To be 
able to compel others to accept one’s ideas 
is the controlling passion in many a life. 
T. such the. devil is a2 welcome visitor be- 
cause he is willing to promise anything— 
he will give a warranty deed to ihe whole 
earth when he has not title to an acre. 

Christ’s answer was conclusive: “Get thee 
behind -me, Satan; for it is written, Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve.’ 

Worship of God is the only assurance 
that one has that he will. not worship the 
devil. 

If one loves God with all his heart and 
mind-and soul there will not be a-crack or 


' crevice into which devil worship can enter, 


but when the heart, the soul and the mind 
are not full to overflowing with the love 
of God, devil worship finds a vacuum that 
it can fill. , 


Tt third temptation was a very insidi- 
ous one.

It is not our place to tempt God or to 
demand that He make His judgment conform 
to ours; it is ours to obey knows best 
when to use His arm of power and when 
to show mercy. 

He has given us His Son Who saves by 
His blood and guides by His wisdom. 
Christ’s example points the way to those 
who would follow in the footsteps of the 
Nazarene and walk the heavenly way.

several thousand centuries, It is a historic fact that Sanskrit, in which 
it is written, was a dead language, no longer either spoken or written, 


may be exaggerated, but so may Prof. 
Osborne’s estimates of the personal 
appearance of the “men of the Stone 


Age.” 


HATEVER be the age of the 
**Rig-Veda,” it was, actording to 
many of the most learned scientists of 
Europe, merely the late echo of a far 
older philosophy—whether written or 
merely spoken none dares guess—that 
antedated it as it antedates the 
writings of to-day, and of which only 
the merest fragments have been pre- 
served in the sacred writings of India, 
Egypt and Persia. 

All of which is a prelude to a dis- 
cussion of Maurice Maeterlinck’s ‘The 
Great Secret,” a translation of which, 
by Bernard Miall, has just been pub- 
lished by the Century Company.

priests and magi and Brahmins and Llamas and Swamis, and they have 
hidden it carefully throughout the ages beneath sacred formulas, ste

Why it was kept secret is obvious; such a hopeless confession of etek 
ignorance, such a stupendous void could not be shared with simple, 
trusting men. Had the priests and magi confessed it, mankind would 
have had no more use for them, and would have run them out as impostors! 

But in the beginning it was no secret. In his book, Maeterlinck tells 
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_ its history and shows why and how it became a secret. The writers of 


the “Rig-Veda" dared to set it down in their book. As time went on 


it was concealed beneath successive accretions, overlain with attempts 


to explain the unexplainable; it. was-carrupted and tortured into shapes 
its authors would never have recogtiized. 


AETERLINCK’S thesis is that primitive man was much nearer to 
Y* his Creator than we are and that what-he thought and wrote about 
Him is most likely to come very close to the truth. He accepts the theory 


‘ that there was, ages ago, a great race of civilized men living on a conti- 
rent which has been called Atlantis because it lay where now lies the 
~ Atlantic Ocean, and that the most ancient writings in the world—the 
“*Rig-Veda” of India, and the earliest hieroglyphs of the Egyptians— 


were based upon the writings of the Atlantideans, and that by careful 
sifting and study it is possible to learn with a fair approximation to ac- 


» curacy what those mythical peoples thought about creation and the 


Creator. 

It was they—always according. to Maeterlinck—who made a phi- 
losophy of hopeless doubt. It was they who erected agnosticism into a 
religion. And he proves it by citing passages from the oldest books in 
the world. From India, Persia. and Egypt, according to Maeterlinck, 


‘the Greeks and Romans obtained their ideas; the Chaldeans and Jews. 
‘their religions. Finally the Buddhist, Christian and other religions 


developed.
